School Board 
'Plans Expansion 
In Science Field 


School Superintendent Kenneth 
Forry and the Board of Educa- 
tion are currently evaluating the 
feasibility of expanding the sci- 
ence and mathematics programs 
| in the Albany City Schools. This 
| follows on the steps of a report 
from a subcommittee of the Al- 
bany School Advisory Committee 
|under the chairmanship of chem- 
jist Charles Shaw. This subcom- 
mittee recommended a_ broader 
| program of study, additional sci- 
ence and math facilities and their 
Jintegration into the “3-R” in- 
| struction. 





fl It was emphasized by Forry at 


| the Board of Education meeting 
|}on December 9 that the suggest- 
led expansion would necessitate 
{additional School District ex- 
pense. Forry recommended that 
| scientifie principle be applied to 
such vocational courses as radio, 
metal shop, auto mechanics and 
cooking. The board authorized 
the Superintendent to investigate 
“methods of implementing” the 
| existing science and mathematics 
program, 

Among other business consid- 
ered at the board meeting was 
the adoption of a school calendar 
for 1959-60. It calls for 179 teach- 
ing days, and sets September 14, 

1959, as the opening day.
